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Couple pleads guilty 
to trafficking charges 

Five year sentences could be handed down on Jan. 9

After 20 months two of the three 
Powell County residents indicted by a 
grand jury following a drug raid that 
took place in March of 2011 pled guilty 
That raid led to officers finding 1,700 
pills, over $1,300 in cash and items offi¬ 
cers said were traded for drugs at the 
home just south of Stanton. It also led 
to numerous storage units in the county 
where more property was found. 

Deborah Hunt, 59, her husband Leroy 
Hunt, 58, and their son, Carl Hunt, 
34, were indicted by a Powell County 
Grand Jury on July 25. The trio was 
originally arrested on March 16, 2011 
after deputies from the Powell County 
Sheriffs Office received a tip about the 
family allegedly dealing in controlled 
substances. 

In Powell Circuit Court last Wednesday 
Leroy and Deborah Hunt changed their 
pleas to guilty, after coming to an agree¬ 
ment with the commonwealth attorney’s 
office. Leroy Hunt was facing one count 
each of first, second and third degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance. 
Under those charges he could have 
faced as much as 5 to 10 years in prison. 
However, an agreement was reached 
that the first degree charge would be 
dismissed and he would receive a five 
year sentence under the other two 
charges. 

Hunt, who suffers from several health 


related issues, answered the judges 
questions about changing his plea while 
sitting in a wheelchair. Under the agree¬ 
ment Hunt’s sentence will be probated 
for five years. 

Deborah Hunt also pleaded guilty. 
She faced two charges of trafficking in 
a controlled substance first degree, one 
count of trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance second degree and two counts of 
trafficking in a controlled substance in 
the third degree. Under the agreement 
Hunt would be sentenced to five years. 

Both admitted under questioning by 
Powell Circuit Judge Frank Fletcher 
that they had the substances in the 
home for the purpose of selling them. 
Deborah Hunt admitted to selling some 
to an informant, which helped police to 
obtain their search warrant. 

The Hunt’s attorney, Rebecca Liddell, 
asked the court to consider releasing 
Leroy that day due to his health condi¬ 
tions and the fact that both had been 
in jail for nearly seven months total. 
She also asked that Deborah be pro¬ 
bated so she could take care of her hus¬ 
band. Commonwealth Attorney Darrell 
Herald spoke up against probation for 
Deborah Hunt. Fletcher said he would 
take the request under advisement. 

Carl Hunt’s case is still active. He is 
set to be back in court when his parents 
are officially sentenced. 

Both are scheduled to be sentenced 
on Jan. 9. 



Wayward 
horses go 
home

July 

Powell men charged 
in Estill armed 
robbery 

Two Powell County 
men were arrested in con¬ 
nection with an armed 
robbery that took place 
in Estill County in late 
June. 

Terry Abshear, 27, 
of Irvine Road in Clay 
City, and Joshua Back, 
of Powell County, was 
charged with entering 
into the home of Sheila 
Begley on South Irvine 
Road with a gun. 

Abshear and Back stole 
Begley’s purse and her 
cordless phone to pre¬ 
vent her from calling 
911. The men went to 
an abandoned property 


behind Begley’s house 
and dumped the belong¬ 
ings of the purse, left the 
purse and put the belong¬ 
ings in their pockets. 

Begley told Estill 
County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Russell “Doc” Morris 
there was approximate¬ 
ly $1,100 in cash, credit 
cards, medications and a 
cell phone in the purse. 

Begley was able to 
indentify the robbers and 
told police Back was the 
man who held the gun to 
her head. Abshear was 
allegedly wearing a mask 
during the robbery. 

An Estill County 
woman, Jennifer Puckett, 
28, of Sugar Hollow Road, 
was also arrested in con¬ 
nection with the robbery. 
Puckett was charged with 
complicity to robbery first 
degree. Puckett, worked 
for Begley, told police it 


was her job to leave the 
back door of the home 
unlocked so the men could 
enter the home easily. 

She also left the prop¬ 
erty and picked up the 
men following the rob¬ 
bery. 

Abshear and Back was 
charged with first degree 
robbery. 

Health Department 
faces changes 

The reduction in state 
and local funding for var¬ 
ious projects finally start¬ 
ed to have an affect in 
an area that some feared 
would happen. With the 
state cutting over 50 per¬ 
cent of the funding for 
health departments, the 
Powell County Health 
Department was forced to 
make cuts to stay alive. 

Beginning on July 9 the 
health department now 


has new hours of opera¬ 
tion which are from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday. They 
will be closed on Fridays. 
But that is not the half 
of the changes local resi¬ 
dents noticed. The staff, 
which was at 21 people 
almost a year ago, is now 
down to five. 

So why did this hap¬ 
pen? 

“A change in how state 
funds are allocated takes 
into account the popula¬ 
tion served, the percent¬ 
age of population below 
the poverty level, and 
the state’s move from 
Medicaid to managed 
care,” PCHD Director 
Kathy Neal said. “This 
has lowered reimburse¬ 
ment rates and increased 
retirement and insurance 
costs. This has taken a 
tremendous toll on our 


budget and our commu¬ 
nity.” 

The loss of funding is 
huge. According to Neal 
last year the state allo¬ 
cated $811,000 for the 
department. This year 
the funding dropped to 
$400,093.28. 

“It’s hard to cover the 
mandated items we must 
when there is no money to 
cover them,” Neal added. 

The health depart¬ 
ment’s focus will be on pro¬ 
grams like WIC (Women, 
Infants, and Children), 
family planning, breast 
and cervical cancer 
screening, monitoring of 
sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases and tuberculosis. 
They will also focus on

sets 2013-14 
Homestead Exemptions 

The maximum homestead exemption on real estate owned by qualified persons 
has been set at $36,000 for the 2013 and 2014 tax periods. The 2013-2014 exemp¬ 
tion reflects a $2,000 increase over the 2011-2012 exemption of $34,000. 

The amount of the homestead exemption is adjusted every two years in accor¬ 
dance with KRS 132.810 to compensate for changes in the purchasing power of the 
dollar. The exemption provided state and local property tax savings of approxi¬ 
mately $171 million for more than 416,000 elderly or disabled Kentuckians during 
the 2012 tax year. 

To qualify for the homestead exemption, a person must be at least 65 years old 
during the tax period or must be classified as totally disabled by any public or 
private retirement system. The property must also be owned, occupied and main¬ 
tained by the taxpayer as a personal residence on the January 1 assessment date. 

Applications for the homestead exemption should be filed in the local Property 
Valuation Administrator's office.

Diploma comes 47 
years later 

The Powell County 
School Board awarded 
Robert Gilley his high 
school diploma after he 
had waited a long time 
for it. In fact he waited 
47 years. 

His father was in the 
military when he was 
born in 1947 in Germany. 
Gilley and his fam¬ 
ily moved back to Powell 
County in 1949 and he 
went to school in the local 
system. 

Gilley, who was attend¬ 
ing Powell County High 
School in 1965, was 
drafted by the U.S. Army 
during the Vietnam 
War. Gilley went ahead 
and volunteered for the 
Marines. That meant 
he would be serving his 


country, but he would not 
graduate. 

Instead Gilley served 
his country honorably. 
From 1967 to 1970 he 
was with the Marines 
1st Division TRK, when 
he finished that duty 
he joined the Army and 
served with the 95th 
Engineer Battalion from 
1970 to 1972. 

Gilley then went on to 
drive a truck for the next 
27 years. But he never 
was able to receive his 
diploma because he did 
not graduate. That was 
brought to the atten¬ 
tion of Powell County 
Schools Director of Pupil 
Personnel Sarah Wasson. 

“When I asked him 
about it he said he 
wished he could have got 
his diploma and gradu¬ 
ated,” she remembered. 
T told him I could help

with that. 

Under a new plan that 
the state came up with, 
veterans who served and 
were not able to gradu¬ 
ate can obtain a diploma, 
Wasson was able to assist 
Gilley. 

“Tve waited a long time 
for this,” Gilley told the 
board, who stood and 
applauded his accom¬ 
plishments and thanked 
him for his service. “But 
I'd do it again.” 

Barnes fired, again 

For the second time 
in three months Powell 
County Ambulance 
Service Director Eddie 
Barnes was fired from 
his position. The latest 
dismissal happened late 
afternoon on July 25. 
The reason for the dis¬ 
missal by Powell County 
Judge executive seems to 
be similar to the earlier 
attempt to fire Barnes. 

“Some of the issues are 
the same, but there have 


been a few new items 
come up,” Anderson told 
the Times. “Basically I 
have to make sure we are 
running an efficient ser¬ 
vice and it comes down 
to the tax payer's money 
being used wisely. It short 
of just right out stealing 
from the tax payers and 
we cannot allow that.” 

In April, after telling a 
crowded courtroom that 
stories of his imminent 
dismissal of Barnes was 
just “rumors, Anderson 
did fire Barnes. However, 
when it was taken before 
the fiscal court the vote 
was tied. Since Anderson 
had moved for the dis¬ 
missal, according to the 
court, he could not break 
the tie on a personnel mat¬ 
ter. Barnes was allowed 
to keep his job. There was 
a question about possi¬ 
ble missing medication 
raised by Anderson after 
the special meeting on 
July 26, but state police 
found there was nothing 


done illegally. The medi¬ 
cations had been loaned 
to Winchester EMS and 
they have reciprocated. 

The magistrates voted 
to approve the dismissal 
of Barnes at that July 26 
meeting. 

Clay City gets new 
fire chief 

The Clay City Council 
meeting in July was 
quite revealing. Not so 
much about city business, 
but more so about the 
seemingly never ceas¬ 
ing problems with the 
Clay City Volunteer Fire 
Department.

Attorney General Conway looks back at 2012

I am energized and 
thrilled as I wrap up the 
first year of my second 
term in what Bill Clinton 
once called “the best job 
in public service.” I am 
proud of all that we have 
accomplished for Kentucky 
families and communities 
despite unprecedented 
budget cuts to my office. 

We’ve gone after the 
banks that created the 
mortgage foreclosure cri¬ 
sis and for-profit colleges 
that prey on our nation’s 
veterans and vulnerable 
citizens. 

I’ve fought for land¬ 
mark legislation to combat the epidemic of prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse in Kentucky and stood up for consum¬ 
ers against big drug companies that put profits ahead 
of patient care. 

As many Kentucky families have struggled during 
these tough economic times, we have saved taxpayers 
and ratepayers nearly a half BILLION dollars in pro¬ 
posed rate increases and Medicaid fraud collections. 

As we embark on a new year, my staff and I want to 
share some of the highlights of our many accomplish¬ 
ments from 2012 and since I took office in 2008. 

Consumer Protection 

• Recovered more than $62 million on behalf of 
Kentucky consumers during 2012, bringing the total 
amount recovered since 2008 to more than $83 mil¬ 
lion. 

• Participated in the historic $25 billion mortgage 
foreclosure settlement with the nation’s five larg¬ 
est mortgage servicers, obtaining $58 million for 
Kentucky under the settlement. 

• More than $38 million is being allocated to con¬ 
sumers who qualify for refinancing, loan write downs 
and debt restructuring. 

• Distributed more than $19 million in settlement 
funds to agencies that create affordable housing, 
provide relief or legal assistance to homeowners fac¬ 
ing foreclosure, redevelop foreclosed properties and 
reduce blight from vacant properties. 

• Led a bipartisan group of 20 state attorneys 
general in reaching $2.5 million settlement with 


QuinStreet, Inc. over its website GIBill.com website. 
The site targeted servicemembers and served as a 
lead generator for the for-profit college industry. As 
a result of the settlement, QuinStreet transferred 
control of GIBill.com to the Department of Veterans 
Affairs. 

Cybercrimes & Cybersafety Education 

• Launched 55 new investigations in 2012, bringing 
the total number of investigations since I created the 
Cybercrimes Unit in 2008 to 315. 

• Seized 57,506 child pornographic images and 
videos from the Internet, bringing the total number 
seized to more than 360,000. 

• Digital forensic lab processed 228 hard drives and 
removable devices in 2012 and more than 5,800 since 
2008. 

• Conducted 50 Internet safety programs for stu¬ 
dents and parents. 

Drug Diversion 

• Worked with Governor Beshear, House Speaker 
Stumbo and other lawmakers to win passage of House 
Bill 1 to prevent the abuse and diversion of prescrip¬ 
tion pills in the Commonwealth. 

• Since its implementation-10 pain management 
clinics have closed their doors, 35 physicians have 
been disciplined for prescribing violations and five 
have surrendered their licenses. 

• Testified before a Congressional subcommittee 
with Florida Attorney General Pam Bondi to discuss 
efforts to fight prescription drug abuse. 

• Warned more than 6,000 middle and high school 
students across Kentucky about the dangers of pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. We’ve carried this important 
message to approximately 15,000 students since 2010 
through my Keep Kentucky Kids Safe program. 

Medicaid Fraud & Abuse 

• Awarded or recovered more than $71 million in 
2012 for the Kentucky Medicaid program and tax¬ 
payers, bringing the total amount recovered since 
2008 to more than $288 million for this vital state 
program. 

• Five charges and five convictions in 2012 related 
to abuse and neglect, bringing the total number of 
charges since 2008 to 56, with 43 convictions. 

• Three charges in 2012 related to Medicaid fraud 
with two convictions, bringing the total number since 
2008 to 28 charges and 25 convictions. 


Rate Intervention 

• Intervened in multiple utility rate matters before 
the Public Service Commission (PSC), resulting in 
annual savings of nearly $225 million for Kentucky 
ratepayers. Our total since 2008—more than $1 
BILLION. 

• Negotiated settlement with LG&E/KU that, if 
approved by the PSC, will result in $64 million in 
avoided rate impacts for customers. 

Special Prosecutions 

• Obtained felony convictions of Grant and Thomas 
Gibson, Steve McDonald and Darren Brangers for 
defrauding more than 170 victims who sold cattle 
at the Eastern Livestock buying station in Metcalfe 
County. 

• To date, we’ve collected and returned more than 
60 percent of the $850,000 in court-ordered restitu¬ 
tion to Kentucky farmers. Additional restitution is 
due to be paid in March 2013. 

Our many accomplishments over the past five 
years are a reflection of my dedicated staff and our 
commitment to making Kentucky all that it can be. 
Be assured, we will continue to lend a voice to those 
who have none, protect our vulnerable citizens and 
fight for a brighter future for our children. Working 
together, we will make Kentucky a safer place to live, 
work and raise a family.

chief with a member who 
is also a trained pro¬ 
fessional firefighter in 
Montgomery County.

Former chief pleads 
guilty under 
mediation deal 

The drawn out saga 
of the former Clay City 
fire chief finally came to 
an end. At least that is 
what court records indi¬ 
cated. The case was sent 
to mediation in April 

Under terms of the 
mediation, Rogers 
entered a guilty plea on 
two counts of criminal 
possession of a forged 
instrument third degree 
and two counts of theft 
by deception in one case. 
The theft charges had 
penalties of one to five 
years, while the posses¬ 
sion charges had a possi¬ 
ble sentence of 12 months 
and or a $500 fine. 

In the other case Rogers 
pled guilty to theft by fail¬ 
ure to make required dis¬ 
position. That charge is 
a misdemeanor and was 
amended down from the 
original charge of theft by 
deception. It dealt with 
the selling of a fire truck 
that allegedly belonged 
to the county. 

Richard Rogers was 
indicted on charges that 
in December of 2010 he 
allegedly sold a county 
fire truck without any 
authority to do so and 
used the proceeds for 
himself. A second indict¬ 
ment alleged that there 
were two counts of third 
degree possession of a 
forged instrument and 
two counts of theft by 
deception. 

Under the plea agree¬ 


ment Rogers was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months 
which was diverted for 24 
months. Rogers will have 
to pay restitution in the 
amount of $1,200 to the 
county for the truck at 
a rate of $50 per month. 
He will also have to pay 
restitution to Clay City in 
the amount of $2,000 at a 
rate of $83.33 per month. 

Rogers also will not be 
allowed to have involve¬ 
ment with any fire 
department during the 
term of his diversion.

In fact, 
Bro. Rule was probably 
one of the most influen¬ 
tial and kindest man in 
the county. His love of his¬ 
tory and of working with 
the schools had become 
legendary. His face was 
one that was a familiar 
sight and reassuring to 
many. 

But that smile and 
calming effect will have 
to be a part of a memory. 
Bro. David Rule passed 
away Aug. 6. He was 83. 

Rule was well known to 
many residents as he pas¬ 
tured the Stanton First 
Presbyterian Church 
for 42 years. That made 
him the longest serv¬ 
ing pastor of the church 
and probably the longest 
serving minister in the 
county. He was known for 
visiting the schools, sing¬ 
ing songs with the kids 
and giving out candy to 
them at Christmas time. 
He believed that even 
the youngest residents of 
the county needed to see 
God’s love at work, first 
hand. 

His tenure as pastor has 
not been surpassed and 
for a man who had not 
heard of Stanton before

in 1994 and his answer 
was simple. 

“And as for remain¬ 
ing in Stanton, the Lord

leave,” Rule said. On that 
Monday the Lord called 
Bro. Rule to come home. 


Shooting and 
robbery suspects

The two men wanted 
for questioning in the

shot. 

Skidmore and Hunt 
then apparently took the 
vehicle. However, police 
found it wrecked a few 
miles down the road. 

Officers from the state 
police, commercial motor 
vehicle enforcement, as 
well as deputies Powell 
County Sheriff's Office 
and Stanton Police offi¬ 
cers began a manhunt for 
the two men. Stacy was 
treated at the scene for 
minor injuries.

Charles pleads 
guilty 

It was a case that 
caught people's attention 
for the past 30 months. It 
started with a mother's 
cry out to dispatchers 
that her daughter was 
not breathing and now 
that mother has pleaded 
guilty to reckless homi¬ 
cide. A possible life sen¬ 
tence if convicted will 
now carry a sentence of 
three years. 

Jessica Charles, 29, 
pleaded guilty to “placing 
her child in a situation 
that caused her death” 
in Powell Circuit Court 
on Sept. 5. She had been 
charged with murder in 
the brutal beating death 
of her daughter, Danika. 

The case had been set 
for trial on Sept. 25 in 
Breathitt County. The 
case had been sent there 
as part of a change of 
venue order. But in July 
Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher sent the 
case to mediation. It was 
a move that surprised 
some court watchers. 

The case was mediated 
by former Rowan Circuit 
Judge William Mains. The 
mediation was agreed 
upon by both sides. After 
looking at their shortcom¬ 
ings and the evidence, an 
agreement was worked 
out. Reckless homicide 
would be the charge and 
Charles would plead 
guilty. The charge is a 
Class D Felony punish¬ 
able by 1 to 5 years in 
prison. A felony that will 
be forever on her record. 

Charles admitted in 
open court that she placed 


her child in a “situation 
that caused her death.” 
Her attorney, Tucker 
Richardson, quickly made 
it clear that she was not 
pleading guilty to killing 
her child, only that she 
placed her in a bad situ¬ 
ation that caused such a 
tragedy. 

The murder charge was 
changed to reckless homi¬ 
cide. Charles also admit¬ 
ted that she was guilty in 
the tampering with phys¬ 
ical evidence case. That 
charge was amended 
down to criminal attempt 
and she will be sentenced 
to 12 months which will 
run concurrent with the 
reckless homicide sen¬ 
tence. Charles was sen¬ 
tenced to three years, but 
was also given credit for 
836 days of time served. 
Those days included the 
time she was out of jail on 
home incarceration and 
being monitored by an 
ankle bracelet. 

She has since been 
released. 

Woman attacked by 
dogs 

A walk home from 
morning services ended 
up as a trip to the emer¬ 
gency room for a Clay 
City woman after she 


was attacked by two large 
dogs. Now the dogs' own¬ 
ers are facing charges. 
Ruthie Lacy, the widow 
of former Clay City Police 
Chief Randy Lacy, was 
walking home from the 
Clay City First Church 
of God just after noon 
on Sept. 9. While walk¬ 
ing along Tenth Avenue 
Lacy reported that two 
large dogs attacked her. 
At least was apparently 
biting at her face and 
may face caught her lip, 
according to one report. 

The dogs, which police 
say were of a “mix breed,” 
knocked her down and into 
a ditch. The fall caused 
an injury to Lacy's back. 
However, it was reported 
that she was able to get 
away and seek help. 

An ambulance crew 
was sent to the scene and 
transported Lacy to an 
area hospital. After she 
arrived it was discovered 
that she had suffered a 
fracture to a vertebrae. 

Stephanie Cain was 
placed under arrest and 
charged with harboring a 
vicious animal, tampering 
with physical evidence 
and wanton endanger- 
ment second degree. She 
was transported to the 
Powell County Detention 


Center. Her children were 
turned over to family and 
friends. 

At 2:40 p.m. Ronald 
Cain turned himself 
into police. He was also 
charged with harboring 
a vicious animal, tam¬ 
pering with physical evi¬ 
dence and wanton endan- 
germent second degree. 

Two murders in 12 
hours 

Murder in a small town 
is usually a rare occur¬ 
rence. But state and local 
police are now investigat¬ 
ing the county's third and 
fourth murders this year. 
The last two happened 
within a 12 hour period 
this past weekend. 

State and local police 
were called to two differ¬ 
ent crime scenes, one in 
the Bottoms area of Clay 
City on Saturday evening 
and the other at a home 
on Lower Cane Creek 
Road in a rural part of 
Stanton. Now Terrance 
Wagner, 67, of Clay City, 
and Ralph Allyn, 66, of 
Stanton, are facing first 
degree murder charges. 

Powell County dis¬ 
patchers received a call 
at 5:24 p.m. that a man 
had been stabbed at a 
home located at 105 First 
Avenue. When officers 
arrived they found Kelly 
Dale McCoy, 50, lying on 
the floor of his home with 
a stab wound to his mid¬ 
section. Police and EMS 
personnel stated that 
McCoy was unrespon¬ 
sive and Powell County 
Coroner Hondo Hearne 
was called to the scene. 
Kentucky State Police 
were also notified. 

Officers also found 
Wagner at the scene in 
what one source called 
an “intoxicated state.” 
Wagner lived in the house 
at 115 First Avenue, 
right next door to McCoy. 
Neighbors stated that the 
two men had been argu¬ 
ing on Saturday. Police 
believe that an argument 
got out of hand and that 
Wagner stabbed McCoy. 

Then just after 5:30 
a.m. on Sunday morning 
dispatchers received a 
911 call from 1995 Lower 
Cane Creek Road from a 
male subject stating that 
he had “just killed my 
baby.” Officers were sent 
to the scene and informa¬ 
tion was unclear for a 
short time. At one point a 
dispatcher notified police 
that the caller stated he 
had shot a 16 month old 
child. 

But when officers 
arrived no one would 
come out of the house 
despite several attempts 
over a 15 minute span 
by using sirens and loud 
speakers. 

The dispatcher was able 
to make contact with the 
man who made the call, 
later identified as Allyn. 
He came out of the house 
and was taken into cus¬ 
tody. At first he allegedly 


told officers no one else 
was in the home, accord¬ 
ing to Powell County 
Sheriff Danny Rogers. 
Rogers and officers from 
Clay City and Stanton, as 
well as deputies, respond¬ 
ed to the scene. 

Officers searched the 
home and found Barbara 
Martin, 64, lying in the 
kitchen floor face down. 
She had been shot twice 
with what state police 
called a “large caliber 
weapon.” One shot was 
to her head, the other 
to her chest. She was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Powell County 
Assistant Coroner Arlene 
Rogers. 

A search of the house 
did not find any child. 

Both men are still in 
custody awaiting court 
appearances.

For a whole generation 
of Powell County readers 
they have always known 
Linda Rogers as the direc¬ 
tor of the Powell County 
Public Library. But as of 
last Friday, that is no lon¬ 
ger true. Rogers retired 
from her beloved position 
as the director after serv¬ 
ing with the library for 
35 years. 

“I'll miss it, but it has 
been a lot of fun,” Rogers 
said as the library staff, 
board members and her 
family enjoyed a dinner in 
her honor last Saturday 
afternoon. “But I felt it 
was time.” 

Rogers first began her 
career at the old library, 
located in a single story 
shop on Atkinson Street, 
across from the Powell 
County Courthouse. The 
building is no longer 
there, but Rogers mem¬ 
ories of the place will 
always be in her mind. 

“People want to say 
this is 'my library' and I 
feel like it is, but more 
importantly it everyone's 
library,” Rogers said with 
a smile. “It is here for 
everyone and I want to 
thank all of those who 
have helped over the 
years and those who 
come in and enjoy the 
library too. It is 'your 
library' too.” 

The library board now 
has the task of finding 


a new director. They are 
reportedly going through 
resumes at this time.

Wolfe scored to retake 
the lead but Lacy poured 
in another three and 
another basket to put 
Powell up by four points. 
Wolfe scored on a three 
point play to cut the lead 
to a single point. Again 
Lacy hit a three point 
shot. Wolfe added the last 
basket of the quarter and 
Powell led 31 - 29 at half¬ 
time. Lacy scored the last 
13 points of the quarter 
for the Pirates. 

Powell and Wolfe both 
came out playing hard in 
the third quarter, Wolfe 
tied the score at 34 - 34. 
Brett Goodwin took over 
for the Pirates scoring 
five straight points for 
the Pirates. 

Marcum sank a three 
pointer and Mullins 
added two free throws 
put the Pirates up 41 - 36. 
Aaron Townsend scored 
a basket and added the 
free throw for a three 
point play for the Pirates, 
who led 48 - 42 at the end 
of the third quarter. 

Wolfe was not finished.

KPREP Scores 
are in 

The day that many 
educators across the 
state were dreading came 
last Friday. That is when 
the new standards for 
schools and testing rank¬ 
ings were released by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education. Under the 
new standards the scale 
would be up to 100 and 
at least 70 percent of the 
schools would fall into 
the “Needs Improvement” 
category. At least that is 
what the new standards 
indicated. 

Powell County Schools 
overall picked up a 51.1 
score. Some local educa¬ 
tors believed that small¬ 
er, poorer school districts 
would most assuredly 
score lower due to not 
having as many resourc¬ 
es. Though some of the 
bigger school districts did 
score higher, some small¬ 
er ones were also high 
scorers. Powell’s scores 
were below the scores 
that Wolfe County (52.9), 
Menifee County (52.5) 
and Lee County (52.4) 
accumulated. However, 
it was above the scores 
that Estill County (48.6) 
and Owsley County (46.4) 
picked up. 

Clark County scored 
56.9, but was lumped into 
the Needs Improvement 
category like the afore¬ 
mentioned counties. Only 
Montgomery County, 
which scored a 58.6, made 
it to the Proficient rank¬ 
ing with a 70 percentile 
ranking. 

The KPREP testing 
was held for the first time 
in the state last spring. 


The scoring system is 
supposed to rank schools 
all across the state for 
the first time. It was also 
set up to emphasize col¬ 
lege and career readiness. 
According to the KDE 
the test will also tie the 
schools to the tough new 
core content standards 
in math and English. 
Reportedly it is also sup¬ 
posed to set a benchmark 
to see how Kentucky 
schools compare to what 
is being taught in other 
high-scoring countries. 

Bowen Elementary 
scored a 56.8 percent or 
a 46 percentile, Stanton 
Elementary was next 
on the list at 55.2 over¬ 
all and in the 40 per¬ 
centile; and Clay City 
Elementary picked up 
54.5 ranking and was in 
the 37 percentile. The 
Powell County Middle 
School scored a 50.3 with 
a 34 percentile ranking. 
The Powell County High 
School scored a 48 per¬ 
cent overall and was in 
the 19 percentile. 

“As superintendent, 
I am confident that the 
Powell County District, 
as well as each individual 
school, can and will meet 
Proficient in the future,” 
Tate added. 

Man convicted of 
murder to get 
a hearing 

A Hargett man con¬ 
victed in a 2005 Powell 
County murder has had 
his case reversed. Now 
the victim’s and the 
man’s families will see 
if an evidentiary hearing 
will have a bearing on a 
possible new trial or just 
sentencing options. 

Stewart Johnson was 
convicted in July 2007 
of the murder of Jerry 
Wayne Dotson. The two 
men had allegedly had an 
argument when Johnson 
shot Dotson several times 
in Dotson’s outbuilding at 
his home on Snow Creek 
Road. That happened on 
May 12,2005. 

Johnson claimed it was 
self defense, but a Powell 
County jury disagreed. 
Now the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals has ruled that 
Johnson’s claim of inef¬ 
fective counsel would be 
upheld. 

The court ruled that 
since Johnson’s defense 
attorney, John Cornett, 


did not object to or try 
to submit lesser included 
offenses instructions to 
the jury during the trial, 
that it was possible that 
the representation was 
indeed ineffective. The 
court ruled that there 
should be a hearing to 
determine if “the instruc¬ 
tions were declined as 
part of a reasonable trial 
strategy.” 

The court also ruled 
that the “failure to obtain 
lesser-included instruc¬ 
tions to which a defen¬ 
dant was entitled in the 
absence of trial strategy 
could constitute ineffec¬ 
tive counsel.” 

Johnson was in Powel 
Circuit Court in late 
December and will get 
his hearing. It is set for 
February.

For 20 years the lights 
shone brightly this time 
of year at the Nelson 
home on Brush Creek. 
Following the death of 
Ed Nelson in January of 
2009 those lights went 
dim.

There are Santa figu¬ 
rines, snowmen, even 
Santa in a helicopter. 
Prominently displayed is 
the nativity scene as well. 
There is basically some¬ 
thing for every Christmas 
fan. The lights were on 
during the weekends 
until the weekend before 
Christmas. Then they 
were on nightly until Jan. 
1 . 


School system sued 

The Powell County 
School System, two 
employees and at least 
one former employee 
have been named in a 
lawsuit filed in Powell 
Circuit Court before 
Thanksgiving. The father 
of a student who was 
injured in a fight at the 
high school has filed that 
suit claiming that school 
officials were “grossly 
negligent” when his son 
was injured because at 
least one of the school 
employees knew about a 
possibility of it happen¬ 
ing. 

The suit, filed on Nov. 
20, claims on Dec. 15, 
2011 that former Powell 
County Middle School 
teacher Connie Stokley 
was informed by a stu¬ 
dent that a fight would be 
started at the high school. 
The allegations also state 
that Stokley apparently 
did nothing to stop the 
fight, including not advis¬ 
ing Powell County High 
School Principal Kyle 
Lively of the alleged 
pending fight. 

On that day a fight 
did break out involving 
the student that Stokley 
allegedly had been 
warned about. That child 
of the complainant appar¬ 
ently suffered “serious 
injuries” according to the 
lawsuit. The names of the 
students involved and the 
parent who filed the suit 
is not being used in this 
story so to protect the 
identities of the minors. 
However, they are named 
in the civil lawsuit, which 
is a public record. 

The complaint states 
that the board of educa¬ 


tion, Superintendent Mike 
Tate, Lively and Stokley 
were in “violation of the 
policies and procedures 
established by the Board 
of Education as well as 
the Employee Handbook 
and any policy when they 
failed to supervise the 
children/ students.” 

The suit also claims 
that Lively and Tate had a 
“duty to instruct” Stokley 
on the “proper methods 
of supervising students 
and keeping students 
safe to avoid injuries to 
students.” Though it was 
unclear how the high 
school principal instructs 
middle school staff mem¬ 
bers. 

The suit asks for dam¬ 
ages and Tate said that 
the he was addressing all 
issue involving the school 
system. Lawsuits of this 
nature usually only give 
one side of the events and 
most times entities like 
schools systems cannot 
make any comments due 
to the fact that minor is 
involved.
